Most of 
the bones were sent to Bucknell Un1- 
versity but later were destroyed in a 
fire.

Build Juniata 


10-YEAR “Build Juniata” pro- 

gram with a goal of $2,500,000 
“to maintain Juniata College’s high 
position among the liberal arts col- 
leges of America” has been an- 
nounced by President Ellis. 

The first objective in this long- 
range plan will be a new men’s resi- 
dence hall. Other proposed buildings 
include a library, home economics 
building, and women’s residence 
hall. This program also is designed 
to liquidate an indebtedness of ap- 
proximately $200,000 and to boost 
the endowment fund by $650,000. 

The two and one-half million dol- 
lar program has been launched only 
after “careful consideration and con- 
sultation with many alumni,’ ac- 
cording to President Ellis. ‘The long- 
range plan was developed “after con- 
siderable study” by the Planning 
Commission and the board of trus- 
tees of the college. 

Members of these groups have 
agreed “that the future of Juniata 
can best be secured through a 
straight-forward approach to alumni 
and friends,” the president pointed 
out. 

Last June alumni and friends suc- 
cessfully closed a million-dollar Post- 
war Fund campaign. ‘The new cam- 
paign with new goals “to meet the 
needs of the future” gets under way 
in President Ellis’ 11th year as head 
of Juniata College.

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Dr. Will Honored 


LD HOMER C. WILL, professor 
+ of biology at the College, was 
honored recently by a group of 14 of 
his former students and a former 
teaching colleague by the presenta- 
tion of a two-volume book set en- 
titled ‘‘Wild Flowers of Western 
Pennsylvania and the Upper Ohio 
Basin.” The presentation was made 
by Dean Morley Mays at a Chapel 
service. 


In addition to the set of books 
which was given to Dr. Will, an iden- 
tical set was presented to the College 
Library in his honor. The inscription 
states that the books are “presented 
to the Library of Juniata College in 
honor of Dr. Homer C. Will, profes- 
sor of biology, who, for 25 years, has 
been a master teacher, wise coun- 
selor, gentleman and friend to the 
students of Juniata College.” 


These books, which have been 
praised as “probably the most com- 
prehensive scientific study ever made 
of a single botanical area,” are the 
works of Dr. O. E. Jennings and Dr. 
Andrey Avinoff. 


The first volume of the set con- 
tains 600 pages of accurate informa- 
tion for about 2,200 species, includ- 
ing family and genera, ecology, 
national and international distribu- 
tion, keys and descriptions. 


The second volume contains 200 
water color pictures of 253 plants, 
faithfully reproduced in life size. 
These were done by Dr. Avinoff, 
while Dr. Jennings wrote the descrip- 
tive legends for each picture.

N A WHIRLWIND finish that 
upset Lebanon Valley in general 
and stunned Coach Rinso Marquette 
in particular, Juniata’s cagers com- 
pleted the “winningest” season in 50 
years with a 77-75 decision that pro- 
vided the Indians with their 15th vic- 
tory in 21 games. 


That well-earned triumph snap- 
ped a 14-game winning streak for the 
Flying Dutchmen who then lost the 
NAIJA state championship the next 
night to high-powered Geneva at 
Memorial Gym. 


And that victory also clinched the 
best season on the court since 1924- 
25 when the Tribe won 13, lost 5 for 
122. This year’s 15-6 record was 
good for .714 mark—and there are 
many who will claim that the 1953- 
54 record is THE BEST of all time. 


Not only did this team win games, 
but it also established four new team 
records while Handy Jake Hand- 
zelek, the Shickshinny sharpshooter, 
was breaking six individual scoring 
marks. 


Most significant was “most games 
won—15.” In addition to the season- 
ending victory over Lebanon Valley, 
which was the eighth win in the last 
nine games, the Indians registered 
notable triumphs over Ursinus, Mor- 
avian, Bucknell, Indiana STC., 
Grove City, Dickinson, Shippensburg 
STC, Lycoming twice, Lock Haven 
STC., Albright, Elizabethtown, Sus- 
quehanna twice. 

Sparked by Jumpin’ Jake, this 
team also. scored the most points in 
a single season: 1596. And this ac- 
counted for a record high average 
per game of 76.0. Another team rec- 
ord was the 97 points tallied in a 
home game with Susquehanna (97- 
42). 

The all-sophomore quintet, coach- 
ed by Dr. T. Arnold Greene in his 
fifth season, proved to be a winning 
combination. Without the services

HE RESIGNATION of Bill 

Smaltz as head football coach at 
Juniata College to accept an appoint- 
ment as freshman coach at North 
Carolina State under Earle Edwards 
clrmaxed seven highly successful 
years on College Hill. 


With a perfect record of seven 
straight victories during the past sea- 
son, Smaltz compiled the best record 
in Juniata’s 3l-year football history. 
His teams won 32, lost 17, tied 2. 


The former Penn State passing 


wizard took his first coaching job in 
1946 as assistant to Mike Snider at 
Juniata. He moved up to become 
head coach in 1947. In addition, 
Smaltz has been head coach of base- 
ball since 1947 and directs the junior 
varsity basketball team. 


This year, under Smaltz, Juniata 
fielded its first undefeated football 
team. The previous season of 1952, 
when the Indians won 6, lost 2, had 
been “the best.” In 1951 and 1950, 
Juniata had a 50-50 record after pro- 
ducing a respectable 5-2 margin in 
1949 and 4-2-1 in 1948. 

Only in Smaltz’s first season (1947) 
has his team lost more than it won 
(3-4), but the team made that year a 
success by upsetting Andy Kerr’s Leb- 
anon Valley team 20-6 for the only 
victory over that opponent since 
1920.

at North Carolina State, not only 
coached Smaltz as an assistant at 
Penn State, but he also was primarily 
responsible for “friendly counsel and 
fatherly advice” to the Nittany Lions’ 
ace punter and passer.

Yea, Team! 


UNIATA’S football pioneers— 
members of the first team in 1920 
—returned to the campus Dec. 11 to 
join in honoring Juniata’s undefeat- 
ed and untied team of 1953. 


Many of the 25 men who organ- 
ized a “fund to buy a football” in the 
post-World War I days attended and 
yelled approval of the college’s foot- 
ball banquet at the Huntingdon 
Country Club. The yell: ‘““To-ke-sta!”’ 


One of the 1920 team members, 
the Honorable Richard C. Snyder, 
judge of Bedford County, was the 
guest speaker for the occasion to 
honor the first unbeaten team in 
Juniata’s 31 seasons of football. 
Henry B. Gibbel, Lititz, Pa., chair- 
man of the college’s board of trus- 
tees, was toastmaster. 


Coach Bill Smaltz, Assistant Coach 
Bill Scott, 41 players, managers and 
trainers were guests of honor. Juni- 
ata last season rolled over seven op- 
ponents to become one of only 19 
teams in the nation with an untar- 
nished record. 


A highlight of the banquet was 
the presentation of the Edwin Donel- 
son trophy which was established by 
teammates in the Class of 1923 in 
memory of the captain of the first 
Juniata football team. The trophy 
was to be awarded to “the first unde- 
feated football team at Juniata Col- 
lege upon completion of a schedule 
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of six or more games.” It is ‘designed 
to the approximate size and shape of 
a football. 


Donelson, a native of Huntingdon, 
was a three-sport star at Juniata Col- 
lege during 1920-22 who died in 1924 
because of a chronic kidney ailment.

CNS of the favorite pastimes of many col- 
lege professors is tampering with the 
curriculum. There are those on almost ever 
college faculty who would rather be dead 
than not know the very course which if 
added to the program would consummate 
higher education for every student from 
now until the crack of educational doom. 


Just how to account for this phenomenon 
is likely to elude even the most acute ad- 
ministrator. There may be those who make 
their proposals out of a genuine interest in 
the welfare of their institutions, the pro- 
fession, or humanity. There may be others 
who merely wish to impress their peers and 
superiors with their professional vitality 
and competence. Still others may simply 
have their business eye cocked; impractical 
souls that college professors often are, they 
have nevertheless learned that a “new 
course,” like a new professor, will be a 
veritable magnet of popularity. From what- 
ever motives, the inflationary pressures are 
present in education almost as much as 
they are in the economic world. 


How Negligible? 


On the other hand, by.a curiously per- 
verse turn of attitude, there are those who 
stoutly affirm that the curriculum is but 
one of the minor, perhaps negligible, ele- 
ments of which a college is compounded. 
“What we are teaching is not subject mat- 
ter, but students!” is really dogma in the 
contemporary educational canon, and it is 
taken to mean that the curriculum in any 
orthodox sense of the term can be dismissed 
in any responsible consideration of educa- 
tional policy. 

The dean of the school of education in a 
municipal university once said that it didn’t 
matier to him what students learned so 
long as they were having new experiences. 
Even dish-washing and ditch-digging have 
their educational value. Is it not true, he 
asked, that knowledge is inert and dead, 
whereas students are alive and full of 
vivacity? The incommensurability of knowl- 
edge and life is such as to overwhelm one. 
Just consider, he said, how alive, how ab- 
sorbing, how ambitious those students there 
before you are. Is there anything like them 
embalmed in the pages of books? 


Now I don’t wish to create plausibility by 
exaggeration, however slight; but it is 
apparent that the curriculum has had its 
vicissitudes. No less has the college dean 
who must protect it with his academic in- 
tegrity and self-respect. Frequently he is 
reduced to the status of a watchdog of the 
curriculum, stern and adamant, guarding it 
on the one hand against those who would 
make it a formless heap of unrelated aca-

‘demic gems, and on the other hand against 
those who would dissolve it into circum- 
ambient mist. 


Majority in Favor 


Fortunately those who have been for the 
curriculum have been greater than those 
who have been against it. We now realize 
that the curriculum is not an end in itszlf, 
but neither is an articulated plan of learn- 
ing wholly insignificant or irrelevant to the 
student. We may not devise patterns: of 
study solely on the basis of the internal 
logical organization of knowledge, but if 
knowledge is at all admissible as an end in 
education, we recognize that it is funda- 
mentally coherent and one. We may now 
know that man learns many things in terms 
of activity, but we also remember that the 
major premises of human life are not them- 
selves reducible to act. And so, though it 
may not command the respect once ac- 
corded to the classical curriculum, the pres- 
ent-day curriculum is not quite balancing 
on the brink of oblivion. 


To report on trends in curriculum is a 
hazardous undertaking. Trends do not al- 
ways easily identify themselves. Even when 
they do, it is sometimes difficult to dis- 
tinguish between a trend and an established 
pattern. With these reservations, however, I 
suggest that there are two current trends in 
the curriculum of the liberal arts college. 


General Education 


The first of these is the movement which 
had its beginnings in the ‘20s known as 
General Education. This movement may be 
defined as that education which prepares a 
person for seizing the values of his cultural 
heritage, for understanding the complex 
economic, political, and social problems of 
his time, and for living a life of personal 
satisfactions derived from the exercise of his 
intellectual, aesthetic, and spiritual powers. 
It aims functionally at certain well-springs 
of behavior, summarized in the Harvard 
report, General Education in a Free Society, 
as the ability to think, communicate, to 
make valid judgments, and to evaluate 
moral situations. 


If opinions expressed in recent articles 


and books are at all symptomatic, there is a 


growing dissatisfaction with the attempt to 
serve the purpose of General Education by 
merely requiring samplings in various fields. 
The reason is that there is within such a 
plan “no purposive pattern of General, Ed- 
ucation giving significance to the particular 
courses pursued.” 


As a direct result of this situation, “stu- 
dents tend to find the significance of their 
courses of study in professional and voca- 
tional aims, with a resultant loss of respect 
for or impatience with the non-vocational 
courses.” Such a subversion of General Ed- 


ucation is both predictable and plausible. 
Departments use their introductory courses 
as the foundation for more advanced work 
in the field. They lay stress upon the ac- 
cumulation of specific facts and techniques 
for advanced study. Hence, these courses be- 
come screening courses, and to a consider- 
able extent recruiting stations at the same 
time. 


The emerging pattern, therefore, exempli- 
fied in many institutions, is the structuring 
of courses which stress inter-relationships 
among the fields of learning and integra- 
tions of subject matter across the tradi- 
tional boundaries of hitherto autonomous 
fields. They are inter-departmental, even 
interdivisional. At the same time, such 
courses “stress the significance of facts, ideas, 
and conclusions with relationship to the 
level of the students as citizens and parents 
as well as specialists and vocational experts.” 


The second trend in liberal arts colleges 
is represented in the increasing attention 
paid to religion as an academically respec- 
table subject of study. It is true that there 
is a decline in the study of Bible as such. 
The great burden of interest has shifted to 
such things as the history of religion, com- 
parative religion, philosophy of religion, 
and contemporary religious thought. It is a 
bit difficult to interpret these trends, but 
they may be very wholesome. If they repre- 
sent a genuine search for the meaning. of 
the universe and the riddles of existence, 
they may indicate a kind of open-minded- 
ness and honesty of inquiry which deserve 
every possible encouragement. To the con- 
firmed Christian they may .bring a kind of 
perspective without which the roads to dog- 
matism and fanaticism are already paved.
